in .1928, Bolivia started a 
stamp war by issuing a w*p 
stamp in which the Chaco was 
show* as Bolivian territory- Later 
in 1^31, Bolivia issued two more 
map stamps upon which were 
shown the disputed territory as 
"Chaco Boliviano," Not to be 
outdone, Paraguay car^e out 
with two giant siied map stamps ; 
in' which the Chaco was shown 
a& "Chaco Paraguayo.'* In addi- 
tion, the stamps bora this in-: 
scription, "El Chaco ha sido, es 
y : wa del Paraguay" wh?ch 
means "Th» Chaco was, is, and 
will be Paraguay's," Bolivia then 
became incensed and in 1935 
- issued a set of 14 map stamp's 
for regular mail and !Q 'other 
map stamps for airmail use, all 
showing the Chaco' as Bolivian^ 
White the stamp war was 
going on a real bloody war took 
place in the jungles of the Chaca- 1 
between Bolivia and Paraguay. 

Diplomatic negotiations were 
made by Argentine, Brazil, Chile, 
Peru, Uruguay and the United 
States and they meditated the 
controversy. The conflict was 
ended and the border re-ad just- 
ed. In addition, the: map stamps 
of both countries^ were with- 
drawn and if* 1938, peace was 
once again restored.
